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Safety Regulations Governing Trans- 
portation of Pupils 


Recent tragic accidents which have occurred throughout the United 
States, and one but a few days ago in Merced County in which a num- 
ber of pupils were killed and many maimed and injured in a collision 
between a school bus and a moving freight train, serve as terrible 
object lessons to all school officials. The establishment of strict rules and 
the rigid enforcement thereof, for the purpose of insuring the safety 
of pupils who are being transported to or from school, is an imperative 
obligation which devolves upon the governing board of every school 
district providing transportation for pupils. Everything possible must 
be done to insure safe transportation. 

The Superintendent of Public Instruction will request the State 
Board of Education at its next regular meeting to adopt regulations 
governing the transportation of pupils by school districts. These regu- 
lations, if adopted, will be made effective in every school district in the 
State and the enforcement of the regulations will be one of the primary 
responsibilities of all county, city, and district superintendents of 
schools. 


SUGGESTED SAFETY REGULATIONS 


It is suggested that the following regulations be adopted by each 
school board which provides pupil transportation either in school- 
owned buses or by contract with individuals or companies. Each con- 
tract with an employee or with a contractor engaged in pupil trans- 
portation should contain an agreement to observe these rules strictly 
and to terminate the contract upon evidence of violation of any of 
these rules. 


Rules Relative to Transportation Equipment. 
Brake Efficiency. 

1. All motor vehicles employed in transporting pupils shall be 
thoroughly tested by a competent mechanic not less frequently than 
onee each month and no such vehicle shall be continued in operation 
for the transportation of pupils unless it is certified to comply fully 
with the requirements of section 94 of the California Vehicle Act 


relative to brake efficiency. 
2—85768 
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Maximum Load. 

2. No motor vehicle employed in transporting pupils shall be 
allowed under any circumstances to carry a pupil load greater than 
that to be specified in the rules of the governing board of the school 
district as the maximum pupil load for each vehicle. 


Equipment. 

3. All motor vehicles employed in transporting pupils shall be 
equipped with an adequate horn, rear vision mirror, stop light, and 
headlights, complying with the specifications of sections 95, 97, 99, 
and 106 of the California Vehicle Act, and no such vehicle shall be 
continued in use for the transportation of pupils unless all such equip- 
ment is in proper order and functioning efficiently. 


Rules Relative to Operators. 
Physical Fitness. 

1. Each school bus operator, whether an employee of a school dis- 
trict or of any person or company contracting with the school district 
for the transportation of pupils, shall, before the opening of school in 
each school year, file with the governing board of the school district 
a statement signed by a competent physician certifying that such 
operator has normal vision and hearing and is, in the best judgment 
of the physician, physically fit to perform the duties of a school bus 
operator without undue hazard to the safety of the pupils. 


Daily Reports. 

2. Each school bus operator shall be required to report daily to the 
principal of the school on the condition of the motor vehicle operated 
by him, and make recommendation concerning adjustments or repairs 
to the vehicle or its equipment which may be necessary to insure the 
safety of the pupils. 


Recommendation on Motor Vehicle. 

3. Each school bus operator shall be responsible for recommending 
to the principal of the school the temporary discontinuance from 
service of any motor vehicle which in his judgment is unsafe, and in no 
ease shall such vehicle be continued in use for transporting pupils 
until examined and, if necessary, repaired, and certified by a com. 
petent mechanic to be safe for such use. 


Must Observe Laws. 

4. Each school bus operator shall be held fully responsible for 
observing strictly the requirements of the California Vehicle Act, and 
shall be dismissed immediately upon proof of any violation of such Act 
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which would in any way endanger the safety of the children trans- 
ported. 


Emergencies. 

5. Each school bus driver shall be held responsible for immediately 
discontinuing from use in transporting pupils, any motor vehicle so 
employed, whenever and wherever any accident shall occur to, or any 
defect develop in, any such vehicle which renders the continued opera- 
tion of the vehicle unsafe for the pupils. If engaged in transporting 
pupils at a time when such accident occurs or defect develops, the 
vehicle shall be stopped, the pupils discharged, and emergency arrange- 
ments made for the safe transportation of the pupils. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
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Salary Reductions Threaten School and 
Community Welfare 


One usual concomitant of depressed economic conditions is a 
tendency to reduce salaries and wages. The result of such action is to 
make conditions worse rather than better. The maintenance of fairly 
adequate salary levels guarantees continued and uninterrupted spend- 
ing and eventually assists in stabilizing economic conditions. 

It is a false economy which would save the taxpayers by drastic 
reductions in the salaries of public employees, just as it is extravagance 
to permit unnecessary increases in such salaries at a time of reduced 
public income and increased purchasing value of the dollar. 

It appears that, in a number of parts of the State, salaries of 
teachers have been materially reduced. This is to be deeply regretted. 
Teachers’ salaries have just begun to be placed on a level which pro- 
vided a fair recompense—and only a fair recompense—for the years 
and expense of training for this specialized work. Even today, the 
salaries paid in many parts of the State are totally inadequate and 
must be increased, rather than decreased, if we are to: stabilize the 
teaching profession and save the schools from the demoralizing 
influence of passing economic changes. 

Our schools are just as essential in times of lowered economic 
conditions as they are in times of great prosperity. Indeed, the schools 
are more essential to the public welfare in times of depression than in 
times of prosperity. When the labor supply exceeds the demand, and 
when young boys and girls find no work, our secondary schools and 
the upper elementary grades reflect the conditions in considerably 
increased enrollments. The schools must assimilate this additional 
load and must make valiant efforts to provide a type of training which 
will enable these boys and girls to compete suecessfully for jobs. In 
times of stress the schools must receive liberal support, otherwise the 
task of reconstruction and economic readjustment is made much more 
difficult. 

Increased standards for the selection and training of teachers have 
resulted in an improved personnel in our public schools, and have also 
resulted in a considerably increased cost to the individual in prepara- 
tion for teaching. Good teachers have never received adequate salaries. 
Reduction in salaries at this time will be demoralizing, and will result 
in driving many of our best teachers from the profession. 
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In any way it is viewed, decreases in teachers’ salaries at such a 
time as this would be more harmful in its effects upon the schools and 
upon the public welfare, than would even the extravagance of unwar- 
ranted increases in salaries. 


Superintendent of Public Instruction. 
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Salaries of County Superintendents of 


Schools 


Except in Los Angeles County, the salaries of the county superin- 
tendent of schools in each of the counties of California is fixed by the 
State Legislature and any change in salary can be effected only by 
legislative amendment to the county government act in accordance 
with recommendations by the grand jury and the board of supervisors 
of the particular county. This cumbersome procedure has made it 
very difficult, and in most cases absolutely impossible to secure salaries 
for county superintendents of schools at all adequate or commensurate 
with the professional responsibility of the office of county superin- 
tendent. Moreover the procedure is such as to involve the office of the 
county superintendent of schools in political activities which are 
definitely detrimental to the professional activities of his office. 


COUNTY SUPERINTENDENTS’ SALARIES DECREASING 
The median salary paid county superintendents of schools during 
the current school year is $2,700. This represents an actual decrease 
in the county superintendent’s salary during the past three years. 
In 1928 the median salary paid was $2,917. 


COMPARATIVE SALARIES OF SUPERINTENDENTS 
According to tabulations prepared by the National Education 
Association (see page 186 of the May, 1931, JouRNAL oF THE NATIONAL 
EDUCATION ASSOCIATION) the median salaries paid county superintend- 
ents of schools and similar officials in 1930-1931 in the following states 
are higher than the median salaries paid county superintendents in 
California.

Thus California ranks eighteenth among the states of the Union 
in the median salary paid county superintendents of schools. 


City and District Superintendents. 

In 1930-1931 the median county superintendents’ salary in Cali- 
fornia represented less than 51 per cent of the median salary paid city 
superintendents in this State, the median city superintendent receiv- 
ing $5,300 as compared with the county superintendent’s salary of 
$2,700. District superintendents in California also received consider- 
ably higher salaries than county superintendents. The median district 
superintendent’s salary in 1929-1930 was $3,912.50. Not only are the 
median salaries of city and district superintendents of schools higher 
than the median county superintendent’s salary in California. In almost 
every instance the salaries paid city and district superintendents are 
higher than the salary paid the county superintendent of schools in 
the same county. The accompanying tabulation shows the salary of 
the county superintendent of schools and the average salary paid 
city and district superintendents of schools in each county of the 
State during the school year 1929-1930.

increased Salaries Should be Provided. 

The continual growth of the professional functions of the county 
superintendent of schools resulting from the development of responsibil- 
ities for rural supervision, administration, and finance, together with the 
continually inereasing clerical activity devolving upon the office, necessi- 
tates a sharp revision in the salaries paid the county superintendents. 
The intolerably low salaries which obtain in most of the counties of 
the State represent compensation which is entirely inadequate and 
incommensurate with the value of the services performed. The present 
method of determining the rate of the county superintendent’s salary 
should be revised by the State Legislature so as to make it possible 
to obtain increases in salary for county superintendents without involv- 
ing the county superintendent’s office in the political activities which 
are now a necessary part of any attempt to secure such an increase,

It is our belief that it would be far better to have the county superin- 
tendent’s salary fixed by the county board of education, or even 
directly by the board of supervisors, rather than to continue the present 
method. 

In its report to the Governor, submitted January 5, 1931, the 
California Commission for the Study of Educational Problems made 
recommendation as follows: 

‘‘That the salary of the county superintendent of schools be 
made commensurate with the duties involved.’’ (Volume I, page 

105.) 


This recommendation ean not be made effective until the Legislature 
provides a new means for determining the salary to be paid.

MERRITT BUSINESS SCHOOL 


The Merritt Business School, an occupational school in the 
Oakland system, is helping to solve the employment problem of high 
school graduates who are unable to enter college and who must fit 
themselves for gainful employment. The group is not entirely homo- 
geneous. Fifty per cent of the present enrollment of 1500 are high 
school graduates, of whom 100 have taken college or university 
training. Two hundred of the students enrolled are over 18 years of 
age and have not graduated from high school. 

Intensive courses are offered in retailing, merchandising, bookkeep- 
ing-accounting, clerical, and secretarial subjects. Six instructors are 
giving from one-third to one-half of their time to placement duties. 
Many students have been placed in commercial positions during the 
past year. 

The Merritt Business School is considered a part of every com- 


mercial department in the Oakland system, and the heads of the 


various commercial departments take a keen interest in the work of 
their former students who are enrolled in the business school. 


A STUDY OF JUNIOR COLLEGE STUDENTS’ RECORDS 


The Santa Rosa Junior College has been carrying on an extensive, 
as well as intensive, study of junior college students’ records. Dean 
Floyd B. Bailey finds that of 111 freshmen who were given the Thorn- 
dike Intelligence Test, 62 made scores of 60 or higher and were there- 
fore considered qualified for college entrance. Of this number, 23, or 
36 per cent, had less than 12 recommended high school units. Of the 
49 who fell below 60 in the test, 37 per cent had more than 12 recom- 
mended units. 

A group of 113 freshmen was also studied. Sixty-one, or 54 per 
cent, made scores of 60 or higher on the Thorndike test, and yet 25 
per cent of the 61 secured a grade point average of less than 1.00. 
Of the remaining 52 students, all of whom made scores of less than 60, 


.Y 
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38 per cent had a grade point average of 1.00 or over. In other words, 
some students of high ability, as measured by the intelligence test, 
are doing poor work, and some of low ability are doing good work. 
Perhaps a rather large percentage of students who enter college with 
12 or more recommended units from high school should elect terminal 
courses. This might have the result of eliminating much of the aver- 
sion which is felt to such courses. 


CONTINUATION SCHOOL PROJECTS 


Mr. E. R. Snyder of the Continuation High School, Fresno, requires 
of each boy in school the completion of a definite project. In addition 
to the almost unlimited projects of woodwork, sheet metal work, elec- 
trie wiring, general automobile repairing, furniture repairing, and 
cement work, the group projects this year include radio installation, the 
making of simple stage sets, removal of partitions, plastering, kalso- 
mining, and interior painting. Since many continuation school 
students have no definite vocational choice, a general shop directed by 
an exceptional teacher can best meet their needs because it offers a 
variety of occupational experiences in situations controlled by the 
instructor. When a boy and a man work together on a job, there is 
opportunity for an exchange of confidences, an appreciation of skills, 
and recognition of citizenship standards. 


HIGH SCHOOL THEATER 

When the Coronado high school building was erected eight years 
ago, a completely equipped theater was included instead of the usual 
unattractive high school auditorium. A steadily increasing interest 
in this laboratory of dramatics has resulted in the development of 
considerable talent. A number of graduates of the school have selected 
some sort of dramatic work for their professions. Two are motion 
picture actors; several are actors on the legitimate stage; one, a 
sophomore at Yale, is already recognized as a genius in such technical 
lines as stage lighting and design, his services being in demand in 
eastern theaters. Many other students testify to the development of 
personality as a result of training in this school theater.

SCHOOL HEALTH AND RECREATION 


The California Association of Health, Physical Education, and 
Recreation was organized at a meeting held in Santa Monica, Septem- 
ber 13, 1930, for the purpose of stimulating interest, as the name 
implies, in health, physical education, and recreation, and to assist in 
such means of promotion as will secure adequate programs in these fields 
throughout the State. The State association is composed of local 
units and is divided into sections which parallel those of the Cali- 
fornia Teachers Association. Physical education teachers, school health 
employees, and community recreation workers are eligible to form 
local units of the State association. 

The association has had a remarkable growth, as shown by the 
following tabulation of memberships:

CHICO STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE LIBRARY 


The preliminary plans for the new library at the Chico State 
Teachers College have been approved and are now being developed by 
the architects. The plans include a lobby, a display gallery, a charg- 
ing room, a reserve book room which seats 84 students, a reference 
room which seats 30 students, a main reading room which seats 108 
students, a browsing room, stack space for 50,000 volumes, and staff 
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quarters including a cataloging room, work room, staff room, librarian’s 
office, receiving room, and packing and shipping room. 

The Early Italian Romanesque architecture with wall texture of 
brick trimmed with terra cotta, and topped with a variegated red tile 
roof is in keeping with the original units. The nonbearing interior 
partitions will be of hollow tile, permitting of future adjustments as 
conditions may necessitate. 

In addition to the charging counter and the catalog drawers, the 
charging room will contain recessed display cases and free standing 
display cases, equipped with show-case lighting. The main reading 
rooms will have exposed trusses decorated in the Early Italian manner. 
An elevator will serve the several stack floors, and continue up into 
the tower, which will be a feature of the building designed to help 
balance the height and bulk of the new auditorium located on the 
opposite end of the campus. The tower will contain stacks and will 
allow for considerable future expansion. <A feature of the stacks will 
be the use of stack alcoves or ‘‘carrels,’’ similar to those used in 
medieval libraries, where students may study in close proximity to the 
books. 

The next extension to the building will effect the enclosure of a 
large study patio, about 60 by 80 feet in size, connecting with the 
library only, and available for outdoor study. The browsing room 
will be developed as an informal living room, with fireplace, easy 
chairs, and the like. 

Great care has been exercised to procure suitable light. The main 
reading room will face north while the reserve book room and stack 
earrels will orient east. The internal arrangement of this plant will 
approach the ideal for small colleges. The cost is estimated at $110,000. 


FRESNO STATE TEACHERS COLLEGE LIBRARY 
The new library at the Fresno State Teachers College will serve 
a group twice as large as the Chico library with rooms proportionately 
larger. The Fresno Building will contain in addition, a complete 
steam heating and cooling plant and several classrooms and seminar 
rooms. The total cost will approximate $140,000. The style will be 
a continuance of the modern classical architecture used on the older 


buildings.

TEACHERS 
Retirement Salary. 

The present State Teachers Retirement Salary Act (School Code 
sections 5.800-5.1083) provides for a retirement salary and not a 
pension. 

The State can not by subsequent legislation avoid obligations 
incurred by it under the existing State Teachers Retirement Salary 
Act. (A. G. O. No. 7504, April 9, 1931.)

DISTRICTS 
Liability For Injuries to Pupils. 


A school district is liable, under Political Code, seetion 1623 
(now School Code section 2.801), for injuries to a pupil resulting from 
the explosion of a test tube while such pupil was conducting a chemistry 
experiment under the direction of an instructor, if the evidence shows 
that the injury resulted from the negligence of the district or its 
employees.

DR. IVAN R. WATERMAN APPOINTED CHIEF OF DIVISION

The State Department of Education announces the appointment 
of Dr. Ivan R. Waterman as Chief of the Division of Textbooks and 
Publications. Dr. Waterman left his position in San Francisco as 
Assistant Director of the Department of Educational Research and 
Service to assume his new duties May 18, 1931. 

To Dr. Waterman, under the Superintendent of Public Instruction, 
will be assigned direction of all editorial and publication activities of 
the State Department of Education. The development of materials to 
assist in evaluating textbooks under consideration for State adoption 
will be one of the first responsibilities to be undertaken. 


Training and Experience. 

Dr. Waterman is a graduate of the University of Southern Cali- 
fornia. The larger part of his graduate work has been done at the 
University of California in the field of educational research, adminis- 
tration, and psychology. He reeeived the Master of Arts degree in 
1923 and the Doctor of Philosophy degree in 1930. He has been 
employed as Assistant Director of the Department of Educational 
Research in San Francisco for three years, previously having served as 
instructor in the high schools of that city. He has also served as a uni- 


versity instructor in summer sessions and in extension classes. 


Services Needed. 

The State Department of Education welcomes Dr. Waterman in the 
belief that he will be able to render valuable services both to the depart- 
ment itself and to the schools of the State. 


BIENNIAL REPORT 


Part One of the BreNNIAL Report of the State Department of 
Edueation, covering the period July 1, 1928, to June 30, 1930, and econ- 
taining the thirty-fourth Biennial Report of the State Superintendent 
of Public Instruction, is ready for distribution.

Immediately after the destruction by fire on May 22, of the eduea- 
tion building at the California State Fair grounds, the State Fair 
officials took steps to provide adequate housing facilities for all school 
exhibits. Space equally as satisfactory as that afforded by the building 
which was destroyed has been set aside for the school exhibits in another 
building. 

The State Fair offers an excellent opportunity to show the public 
what the schools of California are accomplishing. Be sure to have 
your exhibit prepared and ready for shipment before the close of 
school. Aid in setting up and arranging booths will be given exhibitors 
when desired. 

If you have not reserved space you should write immediately to 
Mrs. Jane Amundsen, California Agricultural Society, State Fair 
Grounds, Sacramento, and make your reservation. 


SEASON FOR DROWNING BEGINS 

Under this caption, Dr. Giles S. Porter, State Director of Health, 
calls attention, in the April 25, 1931, number of the WEEKLY BULLETIN 
of the Department of Public Health, to the necessity for learning and 
practicing the prone pressure method of artificial resuscitation. 

School administrators are urgently requested to attempt to have 
every child enrolled in the publie schools given instruction in this 
method before vacation begins. Many lives will be saved if this is done. 

Assistance may be secured from the American Red Cross, the Boy 
Scouts, the Campfire Girls, and similar organizations, for the purpose of 
teaching resuscitation methods. Wherever possible, instruction should 
also be given pupils in swimming so as to assist in reducing the number 
of drownings this summer. 


FIRE PREVENTION IN FOREST AREAS 

Although essentially utilitarian in purpose the national forests of 
California play an important part in the recreational life of the people. 
The head of the United States Forest Service is authority for the 
statement that one out of every four persons in the country used the 
recreational resources of the forests during 1930. This is largely due 
to the increase in population and the growth of travel facilities. Last 
year, in order to provide conveniences for those who visit the forests, 
the government added several hundred miles to its system of forest 
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roads and trails and improved many camps and picnic grounds for free 
public use. In these camps drinking water systems have been devel- 
oped, sanitary facilities provided, and fire risks decreased. Suitable 
sites, under special permits, for Boy Scout, club, summer school, and 
municipal camps have also been allotted. 

For this consideration it is possible for the people of the State, and 
especially the schools, to return a fine service in the prevention of fires. 
With the exodus of the pupils to the camping areas during the summer 
vaeation period, it is of the utmost importance that extreme care be 
used in following the directions of State and National forest officers 
in regard to the making of fires and the disposal of refuse. A neg- 
lected camp fire may destroy a great forest, imperiling the health and 
well-being of many persons dependent upon it for the protection of 
their water supply. 

These directions are to be found posted in camping areas, and it 
is the duty of every visitor to the forests of the State to familiarize 
himself with their provisions and to follow them implicitly.

WASHINGTON BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 
Preliminary announcements have been made by the United States 
Commission for the celebration of The Two Hundredth Anniversary of 
the birth of George Washington in the form of a clip sheet which may be 
secured by writing to Sol Bloom, Associate Director for the Commis- 
sion, Washington Building, Washington, D. C. The principal facts 
concerning the celebration are the following: 


1. It is sponsored by the United States Government: Congress 
created the George Washington Bicentennial Commission and the Presi- 
dent of the United States is its chairman. 

2. It will not be a world’s fair or exposition, and it will not be held 
in any one place. 

3. It will be a nation wide, even a world wide series of celebra- 
tions in which every state, city, and town—every organization and 
institution, every home and individual—in this country, together with 
Americans and others in many foreign countries, will participate. 
Every community is expected to plan and carry out its own program of 
events, in cooperation with the United States Commission and the 
State Commissions. 
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4. It will last from Washington’s birthday, February 22, 1932, 
to Thanksgiving Day, November 24, 1932, with special local and 
national celebrations everywhere on all holidays, anniversaries, or other 
days which can be connected with the life of George Washington. 

5. While the ceremonies on February 22 should be especially 
elaborate and impressive, as marking the actual two hundredth anni- 
versary of George Washington’s birth, arrangements should also be 
made for publie gatherings, pageants, plays, processions, musical festi- 
vals, tableaux, and other events at various times during the entire period 
of more than nine months. Every program should relate to the great 
life and work of the first president and founder of the republic. On 
Memorial Day, Independence Day, Labor Day, Thanksgiving Day, and 
other national and local holidays or anniversaries there should be 
special programs, but the celebration should not be confined to these 
days. 

6. It will take time to prepare the local programs and arrange for 
the local celebrations. The United States Commission urges mayors 
and other officials of every city and town in the country to appoint 
George Washington Bicentennial Commissions or Committees, in order 
to prepare for the events of the Bicentennial Year. 

7. All organizations and institutions of whatever character—civie, 
business, labor, educational, religious, fraternal, literary, social, and 
others—are urged to plan for a ‘‘George Washington Year’’ in 1932. 

8. The United States George Washington Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, Washington Building, Washington, D. C., will send literature and 
suggestions for local programs to any committee, organization or group 
that will write for them. 


A SAFETY MANUAL 


The safety education manual, A TEACHER’s GUIDE TO SAFETY 
INSTRUCTION, which has been prepared under the direction of the Cali- 
fornia Curriculum Commission, in accordance with legislative enact- 
ment, will be ready for distribution shortly. It contains suggestions 
for the teaching of safety from the kindergarten to the sixth grade 
inclusive, and contains a list of reference books for each grade. 


WORLD FEDERATION OF EDUCATION ASSOCIATIONS 
The World Federation of Education Associations will meet in 
Denver during the week of July 27—August 2, 1931. The federation 
aims to promote a broader outlook on education. 
Delegates from all parts of the world will attend. Denver school 
folk cordially invite all those interested in education to attend this 
meeting.

YORKTOWN SESQUICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 

Observance of the one hundred fiftieth anniversary of the sur- 
render of Lord Cornwallis to General George Washington, which 
terminated the siege of Yorktown and the Revolutionary War, is 
planned for October 16-19, 1931, at Yorktown, Virginia. The public 
schools of the United States are asked to participate in the celebra- 
tion by having pupils stand at attention for one minute on the after- 
noon of October 19, 1931, at two o’clock, eastern standard time, and then 
by singing ctiverice. Two o’clock eastern standard time corresponds to 
eleven o’clock a.m., in California. 

The cooperation of all California school officials is asked in order 
that this observance may be made universal throughout the State. 

It is also suggested that evening programs be held in all the public 
schools with addresses, music, and suitable plays, pageants, or tableaux. 


GEORGE PEABODY COLLEGE FOR TEACHERS— 
SCHOLARSHIP 

Your attention is again directed to the scholarship of $100 which 
the George Peabody College for Teachers, Nashville, Tennessee, is offer- 
ing to a Californian for the summer session of 1931. The amount will 
be paid in two $50 checks, one at the beginning of each of the two terms 
of the summer quarter. 

The requirements are: 

1. The student must be in attendance at George Peabody College 
during the entire 12 weeks of the summer session. 

2. The applicant must be engaged in teaching or planning to take 
up teaching immediately. 

3. No applicant is eligible who has been enrolled in college during 
the academic year 1930-1931. 

4. Recommendations for the awarding of the scholarship must be 
officially made by the State Superintendent of Public Instruction. 

In order that California teachers may avail themselves of this 
opportunity for study, it is requested that superintendents and prin- 
cipals report to the State Superintendent of Public Instruction immedi- 
ately the names of those persons on their staffs who are interested in 
attending the summer session at the George Peabody College for 


Teachers. 


For Your Information 


CONFERENCE OF SECONDARY SCHOOL REPRESENTATIVES 

On May 11, 1931, in the offices of the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, occurred a conference of representatives of second- 
ary education from all parts of the State. The purpose of the con- 
ference was to consider high school graduation requirements and, more 
particularly, the evaluation of credits and the definition of major 
fields. 

As a result of the day’s deliberation and study the following con- 
clusions were reached : 

1. That the State Department of Education should assume definite 
responsibility for establishing standards of evaluation which would 
include evaluation of the work in the secondary schools of the State 
of California in terms of their various offerings. This evaluation would 
be a service which should be made available for all high schools in the 
State for the purpose of improving every phase of secondary education. 

Eventually the State Department of Education would come to 
establish educational standards for high schools. It would not attempt 
to determine the effectiveness of the individual program offered in high 
schools, but rather to develop a well-rounded program of service to 
communities, to youth, and to collegiate institutions on the part of all 
secondary schools of the State. 

2. That a State wide standard for high school eraduation is desir- 
able; that such a standard should offer minimum and maximum limits 
and should be decidedly flexible. The standards should be carefully 
defined, should have direct relationship to diplomas of graduation and 
special certificates if such are offered and the standard should be 
enforeed. 

3. In connection with required courses, particularly the one relat- 
ing to citizenship, the committee proposed that definite instruction be 
offered as a basis for the assumption of responsibility in connection with 
moral character on the part of youth attending and graduating from 


secondary schools. 

4. The committee was positive in its conclusion in connection with 
the definition of the term ‘‘acereditation.’’ It was recommended by 
the committee that this term apply only to college entrance standards. 

5. The committee recommended that the State Board of Educa- 
tion, after further study of this problem, make regulations which would 
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require a minimum of 160 credits and a maximum of 170 credits for 
graduation, and that the program to be followed in individual schools 
be a matter of local choice. 

6. That the term recitation period be changed to instructional 
period. 

7. In connection with the rules and regulations of the State Board 
of Education concerning major fields, the committee agreed that these 
were liberal and definite, and authorized that serious consideration be 
given to their continuance. 

The State Board of Education and the State Department of Edu- 
cation will be guided largely by the direction of this committee which 
is comprised of the following members:

In the future it will be the policy of the State Department of Edu- 
cation to advise with groups of this nature before considering readjust- 
ment of serious matters of administrative responsibility which come 
within the range of review of the State Department of Education and 
the State Board of Education. 

This statement is presented as a review of the deliberations of the 
day, and not a report of action and decision as to future procedure, 
for such report and statement can only be given by authority of the 
State Board of Education. 

Those interested in secondary education are invited to present 
their reactions in this connection. 
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THE OVERSUPPLY OF TEACHERS 

A study in the field of supply and demand of teachers in Cali- 
fornia has been carried on recently by the Division of Teacher Train- 
ing and Certification of the State Department of Education. The 
study contains a discussion of the various means, which have been 
suggested by those interested in the welfare of the teaching pro- 
fession, by which the oversupply of teachers may be reduced, and an 
analysis of the teacher requirements of the schools of the State. Copies 
of the study may be secured upon request to the State Department 
of Education, Box 615, Sacramento.

THE CONSOLIDATION OF BROADOAKS KINDERGARTEN 
SCHOOL WITH WHITTIER COLLEGE 


Dr. Walter Dexter, President of Whittier College, announces the 
consolidation of Broadoaks Kindergarten School in Pasadena with 
Whittier College. The school henceforth will be known as Broadoaks 
School of Education of Whittier College and will continue to be con- 
ducted in Pasadena. The property of Broadoaks has been deeded by 
the Misses Ada Mae and Imelda Brooks, founders and owners, to 
Whittier College, and the Misses Brooks have been elected to the Board 
of Trustees of the college. 

The ineorporation of Broadoaks as the School of Education of 
Whittier College brings to the latter institution the prestige and educa- 
tional good-will which has been developed by the Misses Brooks, who 
founded and conducted Broadoaks as a kindergarten-primary training 
school and home for young children over a period of 18 years. 

On the present site under the large oak trees on the banks of the 
Arroyo in Pasadena, this unusual school of education and graduate 
school of child research will continue to function as before in the field 
of teacher training and parental instruction. 


SERUM FOR MEASLES 

The WEEKLY BULLETIN of the State Board of Publie Health states 
that measles is a highly contagious disease which about 80 per cent of 
the children under 15 years of age will contract on exposure if they have 
not already had the disease. In many instances measles leaves no 
markedly harmful effects, but tuberculosis following measles and eases 
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complicated by pneumonia, ear, or other infections, sometimes terminat- 
ing in death, are sufficiently common to cause considerable concern. 

Among modern medical advances is the prevention, or the render- 
ing possible of a milder attack of measles, by means of serum treat- 
ment. Of the three types of serum developed, however, none gives a 
permanent or lasting protection, and they are useful only in eases of 
individuals who have recently been exposed to measles. Their great 
benefit lies in limiting the number of cases in a family, an institution, 
or a community. They are also of great benefit in preventing measles 
in children who are already in a debilitated condition, to whom the 
disease would be dangerous. 

Measles is unusually prevalent this year. Cases are being reported 
to the State Department of Public Health at the rate of 1300 each week. 


SEPTIC SORE THROAT IS NOW REPORTABLE 
At its regular meeting held in San Francisco, March 14, 1931, the 
California State Board of Public Health passed the following 
resolution : 
‘“ Resolved, that septic sore throat is hereby declared a report- 
able disease in California.”’ 


AMERICAN CHEMICAL SOCIETY PRIZE ESSAY CONTEST 

Two hundred forty essays were entered this year by students of 
California high schools in the American Chemical Society Prize Essay 
Contest which has been conducted annually for the past eight years. 

The California State Committee, consisting of Dean B. M. Woods, 
University of California; Hugh Wiley, the well-known author; and the 
following persons from the State Department of Education: Vierling 
Kersey, State Superintendent; N. P. Neilson, Chief of the Division of 
Health and Physical Edueation; Julian A. McPhee, Chief of the 
Bureau of Agricultural Edueation; Maude I. Murechie, Chief of the 
Bureau of Home-making Edueation: and J. C. Beswick, Chief of the 
Bureau of Trade and Industrial Education, has reviewed the essays 
and finds that the following contestants have won first and second 
places in the six topics under consideration :

EMPLOYMENT OF CLERICAL ASSISTANTS 


Considerable inquiry has been directed to the State Department 
of Education during the past month relative to the opinion of the 
Attorney General holding (Number 7399) that the governing board of 
the high school district can not employ a private secretary for the 
principal of the high school. 

It is the opinion of this department that governing boards of 
school districts have full power to employ such persons as may be 
necessary for the conduct of the schools of the districts. So far as we 
know, there is no district in the State in which a ‘‘private secretary”’ 
is employed for the principal of the high school. Secretarial, clerical, 
and stenographic aid, however, is absolutely essential in the conduct 
of the work of any large school, and such employees as may be neces- 
sary for the performance of this work may be employed legally by the 
governing board of the district.

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PRIMITIVE AREAS 

In order to preserve for the public the conditions which existed 
in the pioneer phase of California’s development, 16 tracts, termed 
primitive areas, embracing over a million acres in 15 national forests of 
California, have been set aside for vacation grounds by the United 
States Forest Service. Campers who desire a vacation in the real 
wilderness will now be assured of a spot where environment, trans- 
portation, habitation, and subsistence are almost the same ds when 
the first white settlers came to California.

SCHOOL PRINTING PROJECT 

For several years the JOURNAL OF THE NATIONAL EDUCATION 
ASSOCIATION has-sponsored a nation wide school printing project in 
order to encourage the art of fine printing and to disseminate each year 
one great educational ideal. 

The journal states that ‘‘the copy chosen for the 1930-1931 project 
was the Pact of Paris, which is especially fitting at this time. Two 
copies of each poster from each school have been taken from the files 
and gathered into two large identical volumes, beautifully bound in 
Hbrary buckram. One of these volumes will be presented to former 
Secretary of State Honorable Frank B. Kellogg, who was so largely 
responsible for the adoption of the pact by leading nations. The other 
volume will be kept on display at the headquarters office of the National 
Edueation Association. 

The quality of craftsmanship exhibited in the posters submitted 
in this project was higher than ever before. . . . Many of the 
schools printed a sufficient supply of posters to supply the schools of 
their respective cities. The Pact of Paris has thus been placed in hun- 
dreds of schoolrooms.’’
